Tennessee, dry for nearly a 


quarter of a century, is voting 
Thursday on the proposal to 
repeal the 18th amendment. 


It is the 19th state to ballot on pro- 


hibition repeal, all previous 18 hav- 
ing approved repeal. Tennessee is the 
third Southern state to vote on the 
question, Alabama ond Arkansas hav- 
ing voted Tuesday to wipe national 
prohibition from the constitution. 


Repcalists claimed a two-to-one vic- 


tory in Tennessee, while dry leaders 
predicted they would carry the stale 
by 75,000 majority for prohibition. 


"Repeal by Christmas" 


WASHINGTON. — (IP) — 


General Farley told President Roosc-! 
veil Thursday: 


"We will have prohibition repeal by 


Christmas." 


He said to newspaper men later: 
"The president agrees with me." 
Farley, also chairman of the Demo-

LITTLE ROCK—Homer M. Atkins, 


former sheriff of Pulaski county Wed- 
nesday was appointed by President 
Roosevelt as collector of internal rev- 
enue for Arkansas to succeed Andrew 
J. Russell, Republican incumbent. It 
is expected that Mr. Adkins will as- 
sume his new duties when his com- 
mission is received several days hence. 


Anouncemcnt of the appointment 


came as a surprise to many here who 
had believed Mr. Adkins to be one of 
those favored 
for 
appointment as 


United States marshal for the East- 
ern District of Arkansas. Mr. Adkins 
was a candidate for the appointment 
of marshal, hut had not been a can- 
didate for the position to which lie 
was appointed. 


The appointment cleared the field 


of a contest for the position which 
had waged ceaselessly since the elec- 
tion of President Roosevelt. Several 
well known Arkansans, among them 
former Gov. 
Harvey 
Parnell, were 


considered in line for the collector- 
ship. It had been expected that the 
new collector would be appointed by 
July 1, at the beginning of the new 
fiscal year, but appointment was de- 
layed until Wednesday. 


The appointment of Mr. Adkins was 


the first of several long-expected ap- 
pointments of Democrats to federal po- 
sitions now held by Republicans. in 
Arkansas. It was reported that Virgil 
C. Ptttie probably will receive ap- 
pointment as marshal for the Eastern 
District of Arkansas, while State Sen- 
ator G. W. Hendricks and Fred A. 
Isfug, of Little Rock and Gordon 
Fricrson of Jonesboro were reported 
favorites for appointment as attorney 
for the Eastern District. 


It is expected that other federal ap- 


pointments for Arkansas will bo made 
soon.

In addition, we owe our loyal 
support to the federal government, 
which expects local communities to 
launch worth-while projects in order 
to lighten the load of unemployment 
relief. 


To -a government that has poured,

I have before me an ordinance of 


the City of Austin, Texas, creating a 
Department of Recreation and Parks, 
to be administered by five commis- 
sioners appointed by the mayor and 
approved by the city council. 


It may be that this is our first of- 


ficial move in the campaign to build 
a swimming pool for Hope. 


The estimated cost of the natatorium 


is $15,000, less the federal govern- 
ment's grant of 30 per cent. We should 
set up this Recreation and Park Com- 
mission at once, with instructions to 
work out construction details. 


The commission would have charge 


of management and admission fees 
at the natatorium, and would be re- 
sponsible for an accounting to the fed- 
eral government so long as the proper- 
ty remained encumbered with loans.

A definite upward trend in 


business, and higher 'wAge 
scales, were seen in a survey 
conducted Thursday by Hope 
Star among the city's indus- 
trial plants.

A \2Vi per cent wage increase is now 


in effect at Hope Heading company 
among the entire force of employes, 
George Median, manager of the plant, 
said. He declared: 
' 


"Our plant is running 80 per pent 


capacity now. If the 18tji amendment 
is repealed it will serve as a business 
boom to us. We arc employing; 150 
men in the mill; an additional 125 are 
working in the woods, sawing bolts. 
Forty trucks are bringing timber into 
the mill daily. 


"We have a number of old orders to 


fill now. New orders are increasing 


every day, with an increase in price. 
Business is picking'up. In fact, this is 
the best report I could give you on 
business recovery in the past two 
years," Manager Meehan concluded. 


Basket Co. Improves 


At Hope Basket company business 


is 200 per cent better than nine months 
ago, Manager G. J. MacGregor re- 
ported. 


"Conditions are encouraging for in- 


dustrial lines. Soon we will submit 
our plant report to Washington, D. C., 
where we expect it to be passed upon 
under provisions of the industrial re- 
covery bill.

1 cup, sugar, juice 1 lemon, 2 teaspoons 
granulated gelatine, 1-8 teaspoon salt, 
2 tablespoons powdered sugar, 1 egg 
white. 


Soften gelatine in 2 tablespoons cold 


water. Bring sugar and water to the 
boiling point and add gelatine. Re- 
move at once from the fire and stir 
until dissolved. Let cool slightly,and 
add melon pulp. When cold add lem- 
on juice. Beat white of egg until stiff 
with salt. Fold in powdered sugar 
and add to lemon mixture. Turn into 
freezer and fret'ze as in .preceding 
recipe. 


Peach Sorbet 


Nine ripe peaches, IV> cups sugar, 1 


cup water, 1 cup orange juice, V4 cup 
lemon juice, 2 tablespoons grated 
orange rind, 1 tablespoon grated lem- 
on rind, 2 teaspoons granulated gela- 
tine. 


Soften gelatine in 2 tablespoons cold 


water. Bring sugar, water and grat- 
ed orange and lemon rinds to the boil- 
ing point. Add gelatine and remove 
from fire. Stir until dissolved. Peel 
and stone peaches and rub through a 
sitve. Add syrup and fruit juices and 
and freeze as in preceding recipes, 
let stand until cold.

protect the Mississippi valley against 
disastrous floods from one end to the 
other," Waite said. 


He characterized the

cant feature of the public works bill, 
and said the Red river project was 
an important unit in it. 


The construction of a dam at Deni-
